| Strange Mentorial Has Been Puzzle 
For Three Hundred Years 

In an ancient city of India standa 
what is often ‘called the most splen- 
didly poetic Duildigg of ,the world. 
dt is the far-famed Taj Mahal, which 
was built by the Emperor Shap Jo! 
han as 4 final resting place for his'}’ 
favorite wife, Mumtaz Mahal. Ore 
of the princes of India some years 
ago told’the following’story regard- 
ing’ it: When the mausoleum was 
being built the architect, was au- 
thorized to embddy in the structure 


some memorial to himself, He kept 
his own counsel and when the edi- 


fice was completed it was found tna.

International School at Geneva. 
One of, the most unique education: 

al establishments in the world ex- 

ists at Geneva/in Switzerland, where 
at “L’Ecole Internatidnale,” children 
of’ seventedn different nationalities 
receive instruction together, Writes 
the editor of ‘Interdependence’ the 
monthly review of the League of Na- 
tions, (international Civil’ servants) 
of officials of / the International 

Labor Office, of the International 

Red Cross, the Y.M.C.A. and of other 

international organizations which 

have their headgarters at Geneva. 

A> baffling educational problem 
was presented when, following the 
formation of the League of Nations 
individuals of many different nations} 
connected with the Secretariat had 
to take up residence in Genova and 
establish their families there. There 
were Czech and Chinese .childrer, 
Latin and Lithuantan, English and 
French, and the progeny of many 
other nations. The facilities offerea 
by the Swiss schools were not at- 
tractive, as emphasis was placed up- 
on Swiss cantonal history, and upon 
local and national, rather than inter- 
national matters. 

A school was finally evolved that 
gave fair ‘and even treatment to the 
interesis..of-@ll nations represented, 
and which was'run on strictly inter- 
national lines, the two official lang- 
uuages being English and French. It 
was founded in 1924 and has since 
demonstrated its importance and ef- 
ficiency, having grown from a smali 
day school of twenty-four pupils to 
an. institution with both day and 
boarding departments. ° 

Children unacquainted with French 
‘oy’ English are -taught one or 
the other and, after a few months, 
are sufficiently familiar with the 
new language to take their lessons 


in it.’ English scholars can usually 
acquire a working knowledge of 
French’ in six nfonths, but the 


French usually take a little longer 
as they hear the English language 
only in school. 
Douglas Fir 
4 
. Tree Received Its Name From David 
Douglas, ‘Scottish Botanist 
Douglas fir, the largest timber tree 
grown in Canada, receives its name 
from David Douglas, the first person 
to describe the tree to the scient- 
ific world. Douglas'was a Scottish 
botanist who, just, one hundred years 
ago (he first came to America in 
1823 and-left this continent ih 1833) 
spent several years in British Col- 
umbia’ and the northwestern United 
States. During this time he dis- 
covered a hundred and fifty species 
of plants previously unknown to 
‘ gcience, and he introduced into culti- 
vation in-the British Isles two hun- 
dred and seventeen species, ‘includ- 
“ing the Douglas fir, the sugar pine, 
and the redwood. The Douglas fir was 
first discovered by A. Menzies; the 
surgeon of Vancouver in his voyage 
of discovery, but. was introduced to 
Europe by Douglas.

New Peaks of Progress . 


‘Canada Fifth Amongst Tho Nations 
In Volume of Exports 

In his review of the year 1928, as 

Minister of Trade and Commerce, 

Hon. James Malcolm points out that 


; while the year of the Diamond Jubi- 


lee of Confederation (1927), created 
new peaks of progress, the year 
1928 went even beyond those rec- 
ords, He points out that while Can- 
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Smuts are caused by microscopt 
fungi, minute parasitic plants. In- 
Aapable of manufacturing theif own 
food, these fungi live on the tissue 
of plants. As a resylt of this the 
plant upon which the fungi live—the 
host plaht—is seriously injured. ‘The 
purposes for which it~is cultivated 
are interested with, or frustrated al- 
together, ‘and in some instances the 
plant dies. 

Spores are formed by the fungi, 
and in tte’ case of the spores of 
stinking bunt of wheat, eight bunt: 
spores, side by side, are equal to the| 
width of a human hair. The spores 
of the loose smut of .wheat aro 
smaller still, and eighteen of them 
are required to equal the width 01 
@ hair. 

These fungus spbres are not seeas 
in the true botanical sense, though 
they do reproduce their kind. They 
are minute, round or roundish plant- 
cells, finer and lighter than a 


dust or similar substances easily 
carried in thé alr. : 

The “Smut Diseases of Cultivated 
Plants, Their’ Cause and Control 
forms the subject of a most inter- 
esting bulletin publisned by the De- 
partment of Agriculture at ‘Ottawa. 
It deals with the smuts of wheat, 
barley, oats, rye, corn, timothy, etc.. 
and explaining in detail the various 
treatments for seed.

Dr. Staegar’s discoveries. occurred 
while on an exploration trip. Notic- 
ing a nest of large red ants, he de- 
cided to ‘watch their’ manoeuvres.

sounds, He decided to investigate. 

Suddently a number of the ants 
began knocking with the end of the) 
abdomen upon the thin, resonant 
wall of the homestead, thus produc- 
ing a sound that was evidently in- 
tended for an alarm sigrfal, Dr. 
Staegar also discovered that some of 
the ants perform actual instrument- 
al music.

om Bodies! Canadian Cheese 


Compulsory Grading Has Brought 
About Steady Advance In 
, Ruality 

Cariadian .chegse has made a 
steady advance in quality since com- 
.pulsory ‘grading degan in 1923. In 
a review of ing during the past 
year Mr. J : Burgess, chief of 
the division of dairy products, in the 
Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa, brought out the, fact’ that 
about per cent. ,of the ontire 
make of the Dominion, ‘with 98 per 
cent. of the cheese graded, scored 
inf the classes for “special” and 
‘first grade.’ 

All of the provincds have shown 
a marked improvement in quality, 
with Ontario leading in this respect 
with 96.7 per cent. in the two high- 
est grades. In the first year of grad- 
ing-the percentage of the two high- 
est grades was only 78 per cent., 
which compared with the reégults 
last year shows the value of com- 
pulsory grading in improving the . 
quality of the output. : 

Mr. Burgess annotinces that the 
output of 78 of the 661 factories ~ 
operating in the province. of On- 
tario graded 100 per cent., while the 
production of 488 factories graded . 
between 98 and 100 per cent. This 
was an increase over 1927 of 51 in 
the “factories making perfect cheese 
and of 162 factories making cheese 
scoring 98 per cent. or more. Im- 
provement was also shown in the 
quality of cheese made in the other 
provinces where cheese-making is 
‘an important branch of the dairy in- 
dustry. ; 

In Prince Edward Island there is 
was an increase of 3 per cent. in 
the highest grades; New Brunswick, 
9.1 per cent,; Quebec, 11.8 per cent., 
and Manitoba, 4.4 per cent. Com- 
pared with the previous season, cov- 
ering all the cheese-making prov~ 
inces, there was an increage of 5.7 
per cent. of the output that scored 
about 93 per cent.

Main Sources Of Contamination Are

The sanitary quality of the mily 
produced on the farms has a tre- 
mendous influence upon the welfare. 
of the dairying industry. _This view 
is expressed by Dr. Grant Lochheaa, 
bacteriologist to the Dominion ex- 
perimental farms, who credits the 
producer and the methods he em- 
ploys with more importance than 
the barn and the dairy equipment | 
he possesses.

Final seaibiadion ol of records in tho 
| department of railways and canals 
shows that the’ Hudson straits wetu|, 
nayigable last year with the ‘doubt-|’ 
ful exception of a period a# three 
days until Dee. 2. 

In 1927 navigation in tho straits, 
did not’ close until Dec. 5, so that 
for two years the period of navi- 
gation 6n the. northern trade’ route 
bas, continued until about the same 
time as on the Great Lakes. , 

In 1928 obfervations of ‘the de 
partment in the stfaits were not as 
complete as in 1927 when a daily 
airplane patrol ivas maintained; Last 
year the observations were made 
from, the three bases maintained 
along the passage from Hudson's 
bay to the Atlantic. 

Observers could see only a few 
miles from land, and, while they re- 
ported ice im this area there might 
well have been open passagés, many 
miles in ‘width, beyond their vision. 

Observations last year were ex- 
traordinary. | Government officers 
stationed in the straits reported that 
ice flelds had gathered and that no 
epen water was visible. on Nov. 19. 
This condition prevailed three days. 
when the ice flelis passed seaward 
and the straits once more were open. 
There was no further appearance ot 
ice until Dec. 2. 

It is recognized here, of course 
that navigation of the straits is only | 
‘part of thé new route and that con- 
ditions at the various ports gn the 
bay will be of great importance 
Fort Churchill froze over last year 
j fairly early, but marine engifacrs at 
the port were certain that the ice 
breakers would have kept.the port 
open as long as navigation of the 
straits was possible. York Factory, 
at the southern end of James bay 
has no railway connection as yet 
but it is thought that ice conditions 
would .be somewhat better there 
‘than at Churchill...
